Hello, my name is Tim Hughes and I have 
inherited over 3,000 glass lantern slides 
from Lundy Travel Bureau, San Francisco, 
California. These slides, mostly personal 
travel images from around the world, were 
captured and/or purchased by the founder 
and owner of Lundy Travel Bureau, J. 
Wilson Lundy and/or his son, Buteau 
Lundy; along with his wife Grete Lundy. 


Lundy Travel Bureau was established in 
San Francisco, California in 1912 by the 
Lundy family. They were one of the first 
premier travel agencies to offer guided 
tours around the world. I also have over 
8,000 feet of 8mm and 16mm film footage, 
which has still to be digitized. 


It appears I have approximately 100 slides 
of the 1910 and 1922 Passion Plays, along 
with 100’s of images of portraits and works 
of fine art.

How and when did the Magic 


Lantern appear in your research? 
My own route into magic lantern research 
has been a slightly unusual one. My 
professional training was as a musician; 
initially playing modern cello, but 
subsequently specializing in historically 
informed performance of 17th and 18th 
century music on baroque cello, viola da 
gamba and particularly on the baryton. (This 
is a very rare instrument which combines a 
6-string bowed instrument with a hidden set 
of harp strings played by the thumb; a kind 
of one-man-band. A wonderful sound, but 
tricky to play!). In parallel with this, I have 
maintained an interest in magic lantern slides 
since childhood. I gave my first professional 
shows during my teenage years with my 
long-time collaborator, Janet Tamblin 
(Bartley). I was a founder member of the 
British Magic Lantern Society, and had the 
honour of giving the first ever magic lantern 
show for the Society. 


These two areas of interest have always 
existed in parallel, sometimes coming 
together for particular projects. I 

have written and devised a number of 
performance pieces combining magic lantern 
and music, working in collaboration with 
composers and others artists. Sometimes, 
these have been based on slides from my 
own collection e.g. Aldine’s Dream for 
magic lantern, bass clarinet and recorded 
sound and The Giant Intemperance, an

entertainment for three singers written with 

the English composer Stephen Gibson. Other 
pieces have used slides that I have made 
myself, including The Musician’s Dream, Stage 
Deaths (and Near Misses) and Five Fantasy 
Pieces for the Magic Lantern. I have also 
written occasional papers on aspects of music 
in magic lantern performance. I presented a 
paper at the British Academy on the use of 
music by Savoyard and itinerant showmen, and 
another, on the musical resources of the Royal 
Polytechnic Institution, was published in the 
book Realms of Light.

research? 

These different paths led to my most recent 
work, a PhD undertaken through Birkbeck 
College, University of London, on magic 
lantern, stage illusions and early film at the 
Royal Polytechnic Institution. This enormous 
undertaking occupied six years of study fitted 
around my regular commitments, and has 
resulted in my book The Temple of Minerva.

It has been something of a labour of love, and 
an opportunity to share my enthusiasm about 
this extraordinary place not only with like- 
minded enthusiasts but also with a much wider 
audience for whom the richness of the magic 
lantern story is still little known. 


Much of the literature related to the Polytechnic 
comes from historians of science, who have 
long recognized the significance of place in 

the dissemination and reception of knowledge. 
There has also been some interesting work on 
stage illusions like Pepper’s Ghost and the early 
showings of the Lumiere Cinématographe. 
However, despite widespread acknowledgement 
of its importance as a centre of excellence in 
magic lantern performance, published material 
in this area has been surprising sparse. With a 
pretty much blank canvas, I tried to set out with 
an open mind and see where my research would 
take me, without a clearly articulated research 
question. My instinct was to immerse myself 

in primary material (as I would in preparing 

a musical performance), assembling as much 
information as I could. Programmes, advertising 
material and newspaper archives, of course, 

but also architectural plans, legal documents, 
correspondence, annual business reports and a 
host of seemingly collateral material. Needless 
to say, this is not the recommended approach 
for doctoral candidates, and certainly caused my 
supervisor some anxiety as my research archive 
grew to almost unmanageable proportions. 

In retrospect, I would still defend this “total 
immersion’ approach. Naturally, only a small 
proportion of my material made its way into the 
thesis or book, but gaining an understanding of 
how the Polytechnic functioned as a business 
operating in a constantly changing commercial 
environment, the possibilities and constraints

imposed by the physical design and location 
of the building, the changing nature of its 
audiences, and the evolving philosophies and 
ethos of the institution, proved every bit as 
significant in the development of magic lantern 
praxis as creative ambition or technological 
know-how. 


How do you approach the Magic 


Lantern in your research? 

I feel my approach to research has been 
closely influenced by my experiences as a 
musician. Historically informed musical 
performance attempts to look beyond the 
musical notation and develop a sensitivity to 
wider considerations- the ‘where?’, ‘when?’ 
and ‘why?’ of a particular piece of music. Of 
course, there are always more questions than 
answers, but the aim is essentially a practical 
one; to assemble a body of knowledge which 
helps to shape musical performance. We need 
to ask similar questions in relation to magic 
lantern research.

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What do you wish to achieve with 


your research? 

Early pioneers in the history of visual media 
saw the magic lantern primarily in terms of 
later developments in optical projection; as 
part of the ‘archaeology’ of cinema. Whatever 
the merits of this approach, it has tended 

to impede study of the magic lantern as a 
medium in its own right with a long and 
complex history. As artefacts, lanterns and 
slides are beautiful and seductive but if we 
are to understand their meaning we need to 
become far more nuanced and specific in 
establishing the precise circumstances of their 
production and use. My own research offers a 
case study, suggesting ways we might better 
understand the medium and its relationship 

to other cultural forms. I will be presenting a 
short paper on some aspects of my work at the 
conference in Boston in July, and I hope I will 
get to meet some of you there. If you would 
like to learn more about my research or have 
comments on my book, I would love to hear 
from you.

The Temple of Minerva is a book about a particular 
building and its importance in the history of cinema, 
stage illusion and the magic lantern. 


It is also a book about popular science and its role 
in Victorian Culture, performances of science and 
the links of entertamment and education. The five 
Chapters are organized chronologically and give 
insight in institutional changes, attitudes towards 
programming, the handling and of media, the 
(considered) educative value of different types of 
performances, and the interest of the visitors. 

As such, The Temple of Minerva touches on several 
parts of magic lantern culture: The devices and 
their use, the projected images, the audience, local 
lantern culture, the nature of a performance, the role 
of lecturers, and the relation of the magic lantern to 
other optical media and performances at that time. 


There surely is something of interest for everyone 
interested in the magic lantern and its uses — 1f you 
consider yourself not particularly interested in the 
general topic, Jeremy Brookers engaging way of 
writing might convince you that the history of this 
Institution is fascinating, indeed.
